ATLANTIC CITY, N. J. —A full-fashioned latch needle ma- 
chine which executes the fashioning sequence in much the same 
manner that it is done on a conventional Cotton’s Patent spring

24-28. A development of the 
Universal Maschinfabrik, the 
machine was demonstrated at 
the booth of Stonehill Knitting 
Machine Corp., Brooklyn, the 
German company’s sales and 
service agents for the United 
States and Canada. Stonehill 
had flown the machine in from 
Germany just in time to make 
its world debut at the KAE 
here. 

In general appearance the 
new Universal machine is just 
like any V-bed flat machine of 
broad stitch scope. It follows 
the conventional outlines of 
such a machine from the basic 
structure to the arrangement of 
needlebeds and the placement 
and operation of the carriage 
and associated loop - forming 
mechanisms. Where it parts 
company with the shape of a 
traditional V-bed flat machine is 
in the superstructure erected 
over the V-positioned needle- 
beds and the carriage for sup- 
porting an ingenious system of 
loop transfer fingers or decking 
mechanism. 

These decking fingers per- 
form the fashioning operation in 
practically the same way that 
the fashioning fingers on a 
straight bar spring needle ma- 
chine move loops inward from 
or outward to the selvedge. The 
functioning of the decking fing- 
ers may be likened somewhat 
to the manual multi-pointed 
decking tool used to produce 
fashioning courses or construct 
cable stitches on a hand-oper- 
ated V-bed flat machine. 

The machine’s fashioning ac- 
tion is governed by a separate 
motor, operating independently 
of the motor drive employed 
for the machine’s normal knit- 
ting sequences. The separate 
motor drive governs the take- 
up, decking action, and widen- 
ing and narrowing operations. 

In addition to its full- 
fashioned features, the Univer- 
sal machine has a regular 
double lock system of knitting 


and is equipped with high and 
low butt patterning jacks and 
racking feature. 

It was disclosed by Stonehill 
executives that the machine will 
be further refined in time for the 
knitting machinery exhibition in 
Manchester, England, next 
October, for the manufacture 
of complete full-fashioned gar- 
ments. The unit on display at 
the KAE here was set up to 
turn out full-fashioned collars 
in continuous form each separ- 
ated by a readily removable 
draw thread course. 

The hub of the machine is a 
system of jacquard cards which 
transfer impulses to a series of 
Bowden-like cables acting on 
the knitting jacks. 

The unique Universal ma- 
chine was shown alongside two 
other Universal units, the Su- 
pramat A and the company’s 
new double lock automatic unit 
called the Supramat B. Avail- 
able in from four to 14 needles 
per inch, the latter machine is 
completely automatic and has 
broad pattern scope including 
facility for racking. The machine 
is equipped with three-position 
control of stitch cams and a 
Vernier scale for controlling the 
stitch tension of the loose course 
necessary for looping. A 63-inch 
wide machine, it comes with six 
yarn carriers. 

Other new double lock units 
introduced here for the first 
time were the Weiffenbach Type 
DVA and the Schaffhouse 
DOFA. The Weiffenbach Type 
DVA machine was exhibited by 
Ideal Knitting Machine Corpo- 
ration, Brooklyn, alongside an 
earlier single lock model called 
the MVA. 

The new Weiffenbach double 
lock unit, like its companion 
machine, is a 63-inch wide V- 
bed unit. It can also be manu- 
factured in a 72-inch width. The 
model on display was a 12-cut 
machine, although it is avail- 
able in other standard cuts. It 
comes equipped with long shank

and low butt needles actuated 
by tuck and tubular cams. Func- 
tioning is governed by a card 
system. The machine is also 
fitted with a short chain system 
and different height screws for 
stitch control. 

The new Schaffhouse Model 
DOFA was exhibited by Robert 
Reiner, Inc., Weehauken, N. J., 
alongside another Schaffhouse 
double lock machine, designated 
Model DOFU. The latter differs 
from the DOFA in that it is 
equipped with a stitch transfer 
mechanism. Another point of 
difference between the two ma- 
chines is that the Model DOFA 
has four different stitch settings 
while the Model DOFU is 
equipped with settings for five 
different stitch lengths. 

The DOFU model on display 
was a three-cut unit. However, 
the machine can be built in up 
to 14 needles per inch. It has a 
63-inch wide needlebed and pro- 
vision for racking over four nee- 
dles in from 2% to five cut and 
over six needles in finer gauges. 
The machine has eight carriers 
operating on three carrier bars, 
and is equipped with both tubu- 
lar and cardigan cams. Addi- 
tional auxiliary cams come with 
the machine in models in from 
10 needles per inch and up. 

The Schaffhouse double lock 
stitch transfer machine, Model 
DOFU, is also a 63-inch wide 
machine. It is available in from 
five to 14 cut. The stitch trans- 
fer can be done on all needles 
or only on high butt needles. 
Similarly, transfer can be ef- 
fected to empty needles or from 
the front to the rear needlebed 
and vice versa. The machine has 
the broad stitch scope of a 
classical V-bed flat machine and 
is also capable of producing

PATENT FoR MAKING Nov- 
ELTY YARNS GoEs TO 
Pont—A new process and as- 
sociated apparatus for prepar- 
ing novelty yarns invented by 
James G. Smith, Kingston, 
North Carolina, has been grant- 
ed U. S. Patent No. 2,975,474. 
The inventor has assigned the 
patent to E. I. Du Pont de 
Nemours and Company, Inc., 
Wilmington, Delaware. 

Yarn Heated 

The newly patented process 
for preparing yarns having ran- 
domly spaced thick-and-thin 
sections comprises withdrawing 
a yarn prepared from an arti- 
ficial thermoplastic material 
from a supply source at a uni- 
form rate.

and withdrawing the yarn from 
the drawing zone at a second 
rate of speed considerably 
greater than the first rate. The 
draw point of yarn drawn is 
localized in the drawing zone by 
passing the yarn in contact with 
at least one curved surface, and 
collecting drawn yarn while im- 
parting twist and twist torque to 
it. The improvement comprises 
the steps of passing the drawn 
yarn after withdrawal from the 
drawing zone back into contact 
with the curved surface, and re- 
stricting any lateral movement 
of the yarn relative to the sur- 
face which is induced by the 
aforesaid twist torque imparted 
during collection.

The new process for con- 
tinuous production of viscose 
rayon thread comprises the 
steps of extruding viscose into 
filamentary material in an acid 
coagulating regenerating 
bath containing between 6.5 
and 8.0 per cent sulfuric acid 
and maintained at a tempera- 
ture of at least 65 degrees Cen- 
tigrade. The resultant partially 
regenerated filamentary material 
is then stretched between 50 
and 100 per cent. The stretched 
material is next subjected to an 
aftertreatment while being pro- 
pelled successively through a 
series of spaced generally hori- 
zontally disposed confined liquid 
treating zones solely by means 
of a flowing liquid in each zone. 
The after treating liquids in 
at least four of the zones is

Yarn Processing 
NewSpinning Bobbin 
Increases Production 
GLOUCESTER, N.J. — The 
Joel S. Perkins & Son Company 
has announced a new spindle 
adapter for conversion to paper 
tube spinning that is said to 
increase production of present 


woolen and worsted spinning 
equipment up to twenty per 
cent. 


In-plant tests of the conver- 
sion package have shown, the 
company states, that the new 
bobbin when fully loaded, with 
twenty per cent more yarn, is 
actually lighter in weight than 
a fully loaded wooden bobbin 
with much less yarn. Longer 
production runs were possible 
with less downtime and fewer 
knots. The new bobbin is said 
not to splinter or wear un- 
evenly. Replacement cost is less 
than half the price of the con- 
ventional type.

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Knitting Techniques 


By EDWIN K. LANGILLE 
STOUGHTON, Mass.—A new process, recently patented by 
Rudolph H. Wyner, president of Shawmut, Inc., eliminates the 
tedious and time-consuming method of separating parts, knit in 
sequence, by hand, and is now in use at the firm’s McKem-Vanta 


division to speed up production of collars and cuffs. 


The new operation entails 
joining the parts together by a 
synthetic yarn, termed Fiber B, 
which disintegrates at a temper- 
ature of 250 degrees during the 
drying process. 

At the Stoughton plant where 
the bulk of the production is in 
cotton fabrics, a 200 denier 
Fiber B is used and complete 
disintegration takes place during 
the two or three minutes the 
material is in the dryer. At this 
speed, 250 degrees F. has been 
found to be the ideal tempera- 
ture. Most of the trims to which 
the method is applied are knit 
on Dubied V-bed flat machines 
but the process is also carried 
out equally well when Leighton 
circular ribbons are used. Since 
Fiber B has been found to stand 
up well during dyeing and resin 
processing, small lots can be 
economically handled on order 
and the resin curing, drying and 
separation are performed in a 
single operation. 

Since the announcement of 
the issuance of the patent, the 
firm has received a number of 
inquiries from other producers 
and tests run in line with sam- 
ples submitted indicate that the 
process is fully efficient on all 
natural fibers and on all syn- 
thetics so far tried including 
Helanca nylon, which have been 
known to turn yellow when ex- 
posed five hours to temperatures 
of 300 degrees F. Since the usual 
time of exposure is no more than 
from two to five minutes at tem- 
peratures of considerably less, 
such fabrics have been found to 
be in no way impaired by the 
process. 

By running materials slower 
or faster through the dryer the 
separation can be completely 
Performed at higher or lower 
temperatures. If processed at the 
speed now employed at the Mc- 
Kem-Vanta plant at a tempera- 
lure lower than 250 degrees F.., 
the separation is completed but 
droplets of Fiber B still remain, 
while the Fiber B elimination is 
complete at 250 degrees F. 
Sitch patterns or gauges do not 


affect the operation and the new 
separating system can be used 
satisfactorily for bulky fabrics 
but to sustain increased stress or 
strain of the knitting machines 
a two-ply Fiber B can be used 

Formerly, parts were stitched 
together by No. 45 nylon thre: 
and loop-dried in a belt passi 
over hot air. Separation w 
made by snipping the nylon 
threads and pulling out a draw- 
string by hand. The solution to 
this bottleneck was suggested by 
a specie of Alga seaweed, found 
off the coast of Normandy, 
which dissolves when boiled in 
water. Low grade rayon was 
first tried and proved unsuccess- 
ful because it lost strength when 
wet. Aided by the laboratory re- 
search of synthetic producers, 
eight or 10 synthetics were used 
in experiments before Fiber B, 
with exactly the low melting 
point needed, was perfected. 

Collars and cuffs are joined 
in a continuous belt by Fiber B 
yarn in the conventional transfer 
set-up. However, to prevent 
static electricity from drawing 
back the fiber while the ma- 
chines are in operation and ad- 
hering to the cone following it, 
the Fiber B cone is encased in 
a transparent plastic cage. To 
prevent slippery synthetic fibers 
from dropping down and be- 
coming rutted under the base of 
the cone when machines sudden- 
ly stop, McKem-Vanta machin- 
ists bank the lower part of the 
cone with rice. This device is 
also used with success for Fiber 
B. 

As the chain of parts come 
from the machines, the fabric 
yarn, disengaged during the 
joining operation, loops from 
one part to the next. In the same 
way, the Fiber B yarn hangs 
loosely along the side of each 
knit segment until it is picked up 
a7ain to join the next two units. 
When the separation is com- 
pleted, the parts are still held 
together at one edge by a strand 
of the fabric yarn to facilitate 
handling during calendering.

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Paris linked together by single 
rows of Fiber B draw thread 
go into the dryer moist from the 
resin and dye solutions. For this 
stage, McKem-Vanta uses suc- 
tion drum drying equipment 
consisting of two drums, each 
about four feet in diameter, 
mounted in tandem inside an 
asbestos-walled cabinet about 
94 feet high, 10 feet wide and 
about 22 feet long. 

The steel drum cylinders are 
perforated with small holes and 
when the chamber is heated by 
steam from the plant lines, fans 
suck the air into the center of 
the drums exhaust it 
through a series of ventilators. 
The suction created causes fab- 
ric to adhere to the cylinders and 
to guide it under the first drum 
and over the second, baffle 
plates are used to close the holes 
on a half-segment of one cylin- 
der and an opposite half-seg- 
ment of the other. Suction also 
draws the belt of parts into the 
dryer and the separation is com- 
pleted in a single revolution of 
the first drum. The suction of 
the second drum preserves the 
parts in the same relative ar- 
rangement until they are drawn 


from the machine by arms 
mounted on revolving rollers 
which exert little or no tension. 

A smaller unit with more 
compact equipment is now being 
designed so the separation proc- 
ess of piece goods can be han- 
dled apart from the yard goods 
drying.

PEKOMA Group 
In Washington 
On Import Threat 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa. — A 
large group of members of the 
Pennsylvania District, Knitted 
Outerwear Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation, traveled to Washington, 
D. C., to discuss the problem of 
Japanese imports with the two 
Pennsylvania Senators and with 
Michael Feldman, presidential 
assistant. 

The trip, part of a plan by the 
National Knitted Outerwear As- 
sociation, to encourage grass 
roots participation in meeting 
head-on competition from Ja- 
pan, Hong Kong and Formosa, 
was organized by Herman La- 
zarus, general counsel for Peko- 
ma, and Dr. Edward B. Shils, 
executive secretary. 

The meeting with Senators 
Hugh Scott and Joseph S. Clark 
was considered encouraging. 
Both said they would bring the 
matter of how sweater imports 
sold here, are half the price of 
comparative American-made 


sweaters, to the attention of the 
Department of Commerce. No 
specific requests on how the 
problem is to be met was made 
by the Philadelphia group. But, 
such matters as quotas or higher 
tariffs were brought up. 

The Senators, and Mr. Feld- 
man, who was met at the White 
House, were informed that the 
Japanese were stealing Ameri- 
can styles and fabric ideas and 
producing them as their own. 
The local group asked Mr. Feld- 
man to bring the matter to the 
attention of the President. 

The Philadelphia party repre- 
sented 12,000 employees and 16 
mills. In the party also were In- 
gram Bergman, Herman Wexler, 
Bernard Pesin, David Rosen- 
blatt, Harold L. Neuman and 
Joseph Schwartz, of the Knit 
Goods Workers Union.

Accepted For Laminates 
MIDLAND, Michigan—Dow 
Corning Corporation reports in- 
creasing demand for its Syl-mer 
finish on knitted fabrics lami- 
nated to urethane foam.
